The 
coal depots at Coronel have been <pil- 
laged by the insurgent sailors to ob- 
tain coal for the rebel vessels.

Sherman’s Remains Viewed 
By the Veterans. 


Hawalians Mourning For King 
Kalakaua. 


Admiral Porter at Rest.

Wasaineton,Feb.17.—With martial 
honors and with all the ceremony due 
his high rank, the body of the late 
David D. Porter, Admiral of the Navy, 
was this afternoon laid to rest in 
Arlington. Not since the burial of 
Sheridan has Washington witnessed 
as imposing a funeral, every branch of 
the military and naval service Being 
represented. The Grand Army of the 
Republic and the Sons of the Amer- 
ican Revolution occupied prominent 
places in the long procession. All the 
Executive departments closed . and 
everywhere throughout the city flags 
were displayed at half mast. Ti.e 
body of the late Admiral Jay in state 


|at the family residence all the fore- 


noon, and was viewed by a constant 
stream of people. The remains were 
dressed in full uniform, encasedin a 
casket covered with purple velvet. 
lined with white satin and having 
heavy silver handles, and the plate 
appropriately inscribed, At 1 o’clock 
the house closed to visitors, and Mrs. 
Porter and members of the family took 
their last farewell of the dead. The 
casket was closed immediately there- 
after, a large flag was wrapped around 
it and the Admiral’s sword and 
chapeau were placed on the lid. Ser- 
vices were held at the house and were 
conducted by Rev. Dr. Douglas, rector 
of St. John’s. Occupying chairs on 
either side of the casket were members 
of the family, the President and Mrs. 
Harrison, members of the Cabinet, 
Justices of the Supreme Court, mem- 
bers of the Diplomatic corps and} 
honorary pall-bearers; while behind 
them stood a throng of army and navy | 
officers, and many leading citizens of 
Washington. After the services the 
casket was deposited in the “hearse, 
and the procession moved toward 
Arlington Cemetery.

Meetings of the Chamber of 
Commerce, and other bodies, as well 
as of the citizens, had been held, and 
resolutions expressive of the feeling of 
the people at the loss of their sovereign, 
had been passed. The resolutions, 
and the public press, express gratitude 
to the people of the United States for 
the care taken of the King in his final 
illness, and the sympathy tendered to 
the Hawaiians on the occasion of his 
death.. Nothing is said by the papers 
regarding -the Queen Liliokaulani’s 
death, but alarm is expressed at the 
rate of mortality among the native 
Hawaiians, as shown by the monthly 
reports. 

For January there were fifty-six 
deaths in’ Honolulu, and of these 
forty-two were Hawaiians. These fig- 
ures, it is stated,fall below the records 
for some other months.

A GEM CALENDAR. 


| + 2en to Give Away Precious Stones and 
What They Signify. 

From time immemorial, says the Phil- 

adelphia Times. gem; of all sorts have 

wil their mystic significance and then 
appropriate times and seasons 
_ adoration and presentation. The breast- 
plate of the Jewish high priest had its 
oracular gems, which were called the 
‘“urim and thummim.” The enchanter, 
Appollonius Tyanaeus, wore special 
rings for magical purposes, with appro- 
priate gems for each day of the week in 
order to command the particular spirit 
| for each day. 

The Hermetic brethren had certain 
rules in relation to the power of 
precious stones to bring good or evil 
fortune through the planetary affinity 
of certain days. They imagined that 
certain gems were produced through 
the operation of the planets working 
| secretly in the telluric body. They ap- 
| portioned the stones for each day as 
follows: 

Sunday is devoted to all yellow gems, 
like the topaz, in order to draw down 
propitious influences and avert the an- 
tagonistic efforts of the spirits through 
its ruler and name-giver—the sun. 

Monday, pearls and white stones, not 
diamonds, shotild be worn or presented, 
because this is the moon day. 

Tuesday, the day of Mars, suggests 
rubies and all stones of a fiery luster. 

Wednesday is the day for turquoises, 
sapphires and all precious stones which 
reflect the blue vault of heaven. _ 

Thursday, being the day of Thor, or 
divine sacrifice, demands amethysts and 
all deep-colored and sanguine-tinted 
stones. 

Friday, the day of Venus, has its ap- 
propriate emeralds, and reigns over all 
the varieties of the imperial, yet sinister 
color—green. 

Saturday, devoted to Saturn, the old- 
est of the gods, claims as its distinctive 
talisman the queen of precious stones, 
the diamond, which is produced from 
the back of Sat, ot Saturn, the origin of 
all visible things.
